Rochester, Jf. Y., Aug. SO.—Following a complete search of the ruins 


of the wrecked lieliigh Valley express, the county and railway officials 
agreed today that the number of dead was 27 and that of tlie 38 seri- 
ously injured ill the hospitals, not less than eight are certain to die. 
It 


has also been determined that the wreck was due directly to a defective 
rail which crumbled under the train. The inquest will be held Monday. 
1'cnnits are being granted for the removal of bodies as fast as they are 
identified.

A searching investigation into the cau^e.s of the wreck is being start- 


ed today. Many of the bodies that have bet-n recovered

New York, Aug. 26.—Sailing 
over 


New York's myriad water craft, Harry 
N. Atwood, the Boston aviator, arrived 
here in his aeroplane yesterday, 
the 


first man in history to travel as far 
as from St. Louis to New York by way 
of Chicago, in a heavier than air ma- 
chine. 


Atwood'a safe landing on Governor's 


Island, after flying down from Nyack, 
N. Y., 
above 
the 
Hudson 
river 


through a fog which made him only 
dimly visible to the 1,000,000 eyes that 
watched him, was a notable intident 
in the annals of aeronautics. 
He not 


only broke the world's record, cover- 
ing 1265 miles in an air line, or per- 
haps 100 more miles with his detours, 
but he flew all the way in the same 
biplane and with no important mis- 
haps. 


Atwood's flight is comparable only 


to that made by 
fast trains for he 


covered the distance in an actual fly- 
ing time of 28 hours and 31 minutes. 
- .Atwood's final lap in his long jour- 
ney was a glide of 25 miles from Ny- 
ack, New York, Where he had stopped 
over night. He landed, 
dapper and 


smiling, hatless and hungry, In the 
arms of a handful of United States 
army officers and men, who hailed him 
as America's greatest aviator. 


"Well, I'm glad its ended," Atwood 


said, as he hopped from his machine. 
"I guess the next long-distance flight 
for me, will be from San Francisco or 
Los Angeles to the Atlantic Coast." 


Atwood's coming was unexpected on 


Governor's Island, as it had been her- 
alded that he would land at Sheeps- 
head Bay race track, where thousands 
lined vantage points, looking skyward. 
Atwood expressed regret at their dis- 
appointment. 


"They wanted me to wait until to- 


morrow," he said, telling of a tele- 
gram from the man in charge of the 
local arrangements, "and promised to 
have a big crowd there. But I couldn't 
delay the flight." 


Atwood left Nyack at 5:13 yesterday 


afternoon, after freeing his machine 
from a position where a start would 
have been difficult and perilous. He 
followed the Hudson at a low altitude 
the entire distance, 1,000,000 eyes fol- 
lowing him and a babel of welcome 
springing up to greet him. At Yonkers, 
as he leaned forward to wave a silent 
reply to the cheers, the wind clipped 
his cap in his hand and 
watted it 


down to the waters. 


Thousands clustered around Grant's 


tomb and the viaduct and along Riv- 
erside Park shore roared their enthu- 
siasm when Atwood 
passed. 
As he 


approached the recreation pier at Fif- 
tieth street, where another crowd clus- 
tered, he turned his machine so that 
it swept in a complete circle from one 
side of the river to the other and 
then started down stream once more. 
The spectacle was a beautiful one and 
the crowd cheered and whistles of all 
sorts made a terrific din. 


There was a repetition ot" this out- 


burst at the battery, as he passed and 
gracefully circled Governor's Island for 
his landing. 
His descent was as easy and grace- 


ful as his exhibition during the clos- 
ing stretch of his record flight. 
An 


hour after he landed, Atwood was on 
his way uptown. 


"I expect to go to Boston tomorrow," 


he said. 
"We will take my machine 


apart here and ship it to Boston.

Why Aviator* Should Fly at R*a»*N-

»nd accelerates the exhaustion of tha 
very inertia of Telocity which is nec- 
essary to sustention. Yet by properlj 
manipulating the planes it la quit 
possible to retain a margin of velocity 
which shall be available at the last in 
slant to decrease the rate of down 
ward movement suddenly, while at the 
same time bringing the machine as a 
whole to rest within a rery short dis- 
tance of the poiht where it strikes the 
ground. 


The whole manipulation which pro- 


duces this result is merely that of ad 
justing the Inclination of the planes so 
that they make a very slight angle 
only with the trajectory until the lat- 
ter has brought the machine close to 
the ground and then abruptly increas 
ing the inclination until descent Is en 
tirely checked. 


Many accidents haTe occurred during 


descent, and the character of the 
ground on which landing is to be ef-

tor possess over his machine with re- 
gard to such landing position.

safest altitude, should the motor fall. 
Is not necessarily, therefore, a low altl 
tude. 
A fall of thirty feet is Just

Tho Olympic Peninsula. 


One of th« most Interesting and pe- 


culiar regions In the United States Is 
!he Olympic peninsula. In northwest- 
rn Washington. It is shut in between 


the Pacific ocean, the strait of Juan 
de Fuca and Puget sound, and in the 
center rises an Isolated 
mountain 


mass, culminating In Mount Olympus, 
8,130 feet high. It has been but little 
explored and In some places hardly 
penetrated. 
The climate Is equable 


and the rainfall heavy, and, says A. 
B. Reagan, "it is, •with few exceptions, 
the most densely forested region in 
our country, and smaller plants do 
equally as well." Fir, spruce, hemlock 
and cedar trees range from 200 to 400 
feet in height, and ten to thirteen 
feet in diameter. 
Some of the cedars 


have trunks thirty or more feet thick. 
A Jungle of dense shrubbery is inter- 
mingled among the trees, especially 
in the coast district.

lands on the Pacific side swarm with 
birds. 


Indoor Air and Health. 
^ 


Dr. Luther H. Gulick of the Russell 


Sage foundation, New York, calls at- 
tention to the need of further study of 
the effects of indoor air upon health. 
"This air," he says, "is somehow not 
as good for us, even under the best 
conditions of ventilation, as the open 
air." 
He quotes Drs. Thompson and 


Brennan of New York as thinking 
that we ought to do away with all sys- 
tems of ventilation and use simply 
natural 
ventilation — open 
windows. 


On the other hand. Dr. Leonard Hill of 
England finds the Plenum system of 
ventilation superior in its effects to 
open windows. 
But Dr. Gulick holds 


that present conditions are not 'right 
and that it still remains to discover 
what must, be done to make indoor as 
healthy as outdoor living.

the government's recent prohibition, 
under pressme 
from the 
Austrian 


and Hungarian agrarian parties, of 
further meat importations from Ar- 
gentina, meat prices are rapidly ris- 
ing. 
Prices of all other necessaries 


of live having alreary been much 
higher than ever before in the coun- 
try's history, and wages just 
now 


rather lower than usual, the con- 
dition of the masses is 
becoming 


positively desperate. 


Meat, in fact, is a luxury today 


which only the rich can afford. 
In 


the meadows outside Vienna are en- 
camped a whole army of city work- 
ingmen and their families, who can- 
not pay the excessive rents for even 
the humblest roofs to 
cover them. 


Many families, too, are broken up, 
through parents' necessity to aban- 
don their children, whom they can- 
not support, to the care of 
more 


prosperous 
relatives, friends, or to 


the state. 
The recent enormous in-

the 
number of suicides 


among people of the working class 
is al^o causing much alarm.

uted to the government's encourage- 
ment of monopolies, but there seems 
no sign of any change in its policy.

Tills fact becomes 


more significant -when the actual loss of 
butter fat In the SKlm milk is determined on 
a cash basis.

GIVE CHICKS RANGE 


E average farmer who keeps a fe-v 
hens makes a decided mistake during 


'the summer time In yarding his chickens too 
'close to the farm buildings Instead of letting 
them run free on the range. The objections 
jto yarding the flock on a limited area are 
'that the ground becomes contaminated and 
diseased from tha accumulation of the drop- 
jplngs, and also on account of the great 
'scarcity of insect life near the building. 
Practical experiments have proved that the 
expense .-.r feed bills may be reduced fully 
60 per cent where the chickens are allowed 
-free access to the range rather than being 
yarded. 


On the range, especially where the soil 


has been cultivated and is free frc - dis- 
ease, where there Is plenty of insect life 
and succulent feed, the flock will prosper. 
Uatiy fanners have small special yards in 
which they raise chickens year after year. 
The ground is never plowed. In time it be- 
comes contaminated and may result In the 
infection of the entire flock with some bac- 
terial disease. 
Although the email yard is 


advisable for young chicks, as soon as they 
attain some size they should be moved out 
onto the open range. Their yard should be 
Flowed and sowed to some crop 
such as 


buckwheat in order that any possibility of 
the soil becoming contaminated may be con- 
trolled. 
The preferable time to move the 


flock out to the range is during late May and 
early June. 


Another important principle to observe in 


the care of the farm flock is to protect late 
hatched chickens Iron* extremely strong sun- 
light. The hen and the chicks or the brooder 
should >>e placed in the shade of a tree or 
elbe some artificial shade should be provided. 
.V^ old door fastened upon four stakes two 
fett above the ground on the north side and 
one f«ot high on the aouth affords an inex- 
pensive protection for the young chicks from 
the extreme heat. If desired a heavy cloth 
or some old canvas can be tacked on the 
stakes in the place of the door. The main 
thing is to control the large losses of late 
hatched chickens resulting from exposure 
to extreme sunlight.

POINTS OF HORSES' HEADS 
T 


HK head of the horse affords a practical 


Illustration of character, breedlness and 


stamina, 
A pretty head—that Is, a neat, 


trim, proportionate head—la essential to the 
beauty of a horse. A large, ungainly head 
detracts from the appearance of tha other- 
wise perfect animal, and tells its story of 
under-breeding or cross-breeding. A small 
head, if not In proportion, is an indication 
of lack of vigor. In fact, a targe head is bet- 
ter than an unduly small one. In draft horses 
large heads in proportion to scale, with, broad 
foreheads and prominent, clear, fearless eyes 
wide apart, are desirable. The Roman nosa. 
common enough among Clydesdales, Is not 
liked among the light breeds, for while 
among the former It Is taken to denota a 
wilful but enduring disposition, among the 
Jatter It Is regarded as a sign of lack of 
breeding. 
Courage and intelligence are de- 


noted by the clear, fearless eya, but the 
small sunken optic is Invariably the accom- 
paniment of a vicious, unreliable disposition. 
In conformation thi lips should be strong 
and neatly carried, the nostrils large, dilat- 
ing and fine, and the ears nicely pointed, not 
too far apart, and fairly erect, but if any- 
thing eJightly carried forward. 
The front 


view of the perfect head should show the 
greatest thickness at the jaws, with the head 
tapering toward the middle, while the pro- 
file should show full between the eyes, and 
straight from the eyes to the nose. Undue 
thickness at the Juncture of the head to the 
neck is a blemish, as a coarse setting results 
in an awkward carriage. 


WHITE MARKINGS ON HORSES 
A 


MONG horses, irrespective of the ques- 


tion of breed, white is much more 


commonly seen on the hind legs, or on one 
of them, than -on the fore legs. And -when 
the latter are white it is practically always 
true that you will find white on the hind 
legs, too. 
According to the Horse World, 


when markings are present both behind and 
In front, those on the hind limbs are usually 
the more extensive. 


It is also found that there Is a very 


definite connection between the coat color 
of horses and the frequency -svith uhlch uhite 
marks occur. Thus the latter are by far the 
most commonly associated with the chestnut 
color. And not only are they the most preva- 
lent in chestnut horses, but It 1» also, ot 
course, a well-known fact that the markings 
are apt to be more extended in naturo in the 
case of this color than in that of any other. 


Chestnut, therefore, apparently possesses, 


BO to speak, a special affinity for these mark- 
ings. Bay ranks next as regards the degree 
of frequency with which w hlte markings ap- 
pear in horses of this color, although it comes 
a good way behind chestnut in this respeot. 
Then follows brown, whlie they are met with 
less frequency among black and roan and 
colored horses. • 


The theory Is Bometlmes put forward that 


in mating sire and dam which both have 
conspicuous white markings on their legs 
the tendency is for these to assume a more 
extensive character in the progeny than is 
the case In either of the parents. This theory 
cannot, however, be substantiated.

THE CHERRY AND PEAR 


TREE SLUG 


T 


HE dark colored, slimy slug that appears 


on the upper surfaces of the leaves of 


cherry, pear and plum trees about the first 
week In June, is very easily destroyed and 
should never be allowed to injure these trees 
or their fruit- 


As the slugs feed upon the upper surfaces 


of the leaves, ati application of arsenato of 
lead, paris green or white hellebore is all 
that is necessary. Use a half-pound of parts 
green, or three pounds of arsenate of lead 
to each 100 gallons of water. 
If there is 


much iruit on the trees, it is advisable to 
use the hellebore, In the proportion of an 
ounce to each three gallons of water, as this 
poison is not likely to do any harm to those 
who eat the fruit. 


Whatever poison is used, it should be used 


in a fine spray so applied as to wet the 
upper surfaces of the leaves on all parts of 
the trees. 
Spraying should cease before the 


leaves drip much, because when the water 
runs oft the leaves it carries the poison 
with it.

Drinking water contaminated with filth, or 
which has stood In a warm place or in the 
sunshine until it has become putrid; expos- 
ure to drafts, cold rains or damp roosting 
quarters, particularly during the molting 
season, are all conducive to indigestion. If 
any one of these conditions surrounds your 
fowls, change them, putting In light, dry 
house? and giving them wholesome, nutri- 
tious food. 
In very bad cases give five 


grains of rhubarb and every fourth day one 
grain of calomel. 
Give them plenty of grit 


and charcoal. 
Charcoal is one of the best 


purifiers for the system of either fowl, ani- 
mal or man. 


The liver Is one of the most Important 


organs of the body, furnishing bile, one of the 
principal digestive fluids. It also assists In 
some of the most necessary chemical changes 
that occur in the blood. It is, therefore, an 
easy matter for it to become deranged from 
the causes that produce Indigestion. 
In- 


flammation of the liver is quickly followed 
by death unless immediate relief can be giv- 
en. The symptoms are a yellow appearance 
of the skin and yellow or slightly bloody 
evacuations. One of the chief indications of 
this disorder is lameness, especially of tfae 
be pretty sure that inflammation Is going on.

The 
average yield of corn In silage per acre was 
thirteen tons, and the average cost per ton 
of growing in the field ready for cutting 72 
cents.

We think we are not put- 
ting It too strong when we say that an acre 
of corn properly siloed Is worth very nearly 
twice as much In feeding value as an acre of 
corn husked In the field.

POULTRY RATION 


A SUCCESSFUL poultryman has found a 


ration which gives him good results 


In the following: Oats. 15 pounds; corn meal. 
C pounds; clover meal, 10 pounds; meat meal 
or green cut bone, 10 pounds, making 50 
pounds of dry mixture. For a flock of twen- 
ty-live hens he gives four pounds of this 
mixture every morning made into a crumbly 
mash, wetting with skim mllJt if possible, or 
water if the milk is not at hand. At noon 
he gives one Quart of wheat and at night a 
quart of corn. He feeds all grains in deep 
litter. He says he has found It a good plan 
to alternate the grain feeds, giving wheat 
and corn one day and oats the next, thus giv- 
ing a change. This ration is for fowls that 
are penned up and do not have rj-nge. 
Where a good range Is obtainable It may be 
a good plan to omit the noon meal, also omit 
the meat and clover at such times when grass 
and bugs are available. In the meat or cut 
bone and the clover will be found what a 
range supplies.—Exchange. 


THE WARBLE FLY 


O NE of the most destructive Insect pests 


In this country, says a leaflet issued by 


the British Board of Agriculture and Fish- 
eries, is the warble fly, which Is Injurious to 
the living animal, to the hide and to the 
meat. Though the flies do not sting or pierce 
the skin, it Is believed by some Investigators 
that they have a peculiarly Irritating effect 
on stock and that when tormented by them 
cattle will rush wildly about the flolds in 
their endeavor to avoid the flics. 
Careful 


observations made In Ireland showed that 
cattle, and particularly calves, were extreme- 
ly sensitive to the approach of the warble 
fly. In the case of fattening animals, this 
would occasion a loss of weight, while it 
would be still more Injurious to cows by 
diminishing tho supply of milk. 
With In- 


calf cows, also, loss may arise from this 
cause, simple abortion being tho result of 
tho excitement and exertion.

HE- "egg candle" or "tester* is made of 


wood or metal and as a rule to kept in 


a dark room. 
A light inside the tester 


.shines through an opening, in front of which 
an egg is held by the candler. By a Quick 
movement of the hand, the condition of the 
contents of the egg is noted and the egg to 
placed tn its proper class. A good candler 
works rapidly and will test a large number 
of egga in a day. 


Eggs are sometimes graded as follows: 
Extras—Weight, 28 to 26 ounces, natural- 


ly and absolutely clean, fresh and sound, 
same color. This to a grade that is seldom 
used. 


Firsts—Weight, JS to 24 Dunces, sound, 


fresh, and reasonably clean. 


Seconds—Shrunken, stale, waahed, Otalned 


and dirty. 


Checks—Cracked, not leaking. 
Rots—Incubator, blood rings, dead germs 


and decomposed eggs. 


All eggs should be bought and sold on 


this grading system so that an egg will 
bring what it is worth. 


When the oandler tests the eggs he bases 


his judgment on the following indications: 


Fresh—Opaque, appearing almost entire- 


ly free of any contents, sometimes dim out- 
line of yolk visible, air cell very small. 


Stale—Outline of yolk plainly visible, 


eomettmeo muddy in appearance, air cell 
very large. 


Developed Germ—Dark spot visible, from 


which radiate light colored blood vessels. 


Dead Germ—Dark spot attached to shell, 


or red ring of blood visible. 


Rotton—Muddy or very dark in appear- 


ance, yolk and white mixed, air cell large and 
sometimes movable.

DODDER 


T TJDGINa from the amount of dodder 
J 
present In the spcing samples of clovor 


and alfalfa seed received for analysis by the 
agronomy department, we should anticipate 
that all our now meadows are soon to be 
overrun with this persistent pest. 


The dodders, like many people, start out 


tn life with food wlB and intentions, but 
later become parasitic. Their seed germin- 
ates In tho soil, sending up a sleni*2Jr sprout 
which twines around any weed or stem of 
grass, branching as it grows until it reaches 
the top, where it spreads out. often choking 
the entire plant. This is tho pale yellow or 
rose 
colored, 
le&fless annual, 
commonly 


known as "Lovo Vine," which starting from 
tho soil ends in gathering its nourishment 
from its host by m«ana of suckers developed 
along the surface of contact. If let alone 
it will greatly reduce the yield of bay and 
ruin the quality of tha feed. 


The farmer gets his staM or It from the 


purchase of infected clover or alfalfa seed. 
There are several species of dodder, all hav- 
ing small seed, none larger than one-fifth 
Che diameter of red clover, hence they easily 
escape notice. 
The parent vino produces 


many inconspicuous flowers which ripen their 
seeds before tbo seed of tho clover or alfalfa 
Is harvested, thus they got into tho threshed 
crop. 


When your meadows are infected with 


dodder take a sharp scythe and mow down 
the affected spots before the flowers ripen 
their seed. Sometimes it will be necessary to 
mow down a whole field; sometimes to plow 
it up. If you buy clean seed you will never 
be troubled, but if you have committed the 
sin already, then beep the dodder seed from 
ripening.

TESTING 
EGGS 


D 


R. WILEY of the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, says if one cup 


of salt be dissolved in ten cups of water 
and a perfectly fresh egg be put into the 
solution It will sink. 
After a day or two 


the egg will not sink so far and it continues 
to lie higher, until an egg two weeks old lies 
well up on the surface. 


experiments show that tho sulphur content 
of a number of our common farm products 
as determined baa boon much too low and 
that much more sulphur trlezlde to removed 
by crops from tho soil than wao previously 
supposed. In fact, soils cropped continuous- 
ly for half a centory with infrequent appll- 
oatieaa of manure have loot as high as 40 
per cent of their original sulphur content. 


On the other hand, where farm manure 


has been regularly applied, the oulphur con- 
tent has been maintained and even Increased. 
In brief, the gist of this Investigation em- 
phasises the fact that for permanent and In- 
creased production of farm crops such sys- 
tems of fertilisation must be practiced as will 
not only supply to tha soil nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potash, but also will add a suf- 
ficient quantity of sulphur to meet the losses 
sustained by cropping and drainage. 
Ex- 


cellent fertilizers for such purposes include 
farm manures, trade fertilizers such as am- 
monium sulphate, super-phosphate and sul- 
phate of potassium, and gypsum or calciusa, 
sulphate.

GREEN BONE FOR EGG FOOD 


Is no disputing the fact, green 


••" 
bone is an excellent egg food and one 


of the best substitutes for worms for fowls 
kept In confinement, and increases eg* oro- 
ductlon. It is likewise excellent for grow- 
ing stock. One producer has fed green cut 
bone twice a week and allows about a pound' 
to every sixteen head of grown stock, and 
half the quantity to that number of growing 
chicks. 
To feed green bone oftener than 


that or in larger amounts is apt to produce 
bowel troubles and worms and also grow th« 
combs too large. Too liberal feeding of frost 
meat to apt to make fowls irritable and 
cross. 


THE DANDELION 
THIS well-known weed is a deep-rooting 


perennial, which produces a tuft ot slen- 


der, deeply notched leaves and many bright 
yellow flowers. It Is very conspicuous in the 
spring when in bloom, and also a little later, 
when the seed ripens, on account of the 
white, fluffy hairs which are attached to the 
seeds and which enable them to be carried 
by the wind. 
It Is a very common and 


troublesome weed in lawna and road sides, 
and also frequently comes in very thickly 
In pastures. 
In lawns, the plants may be 


killed by spraying, as recommended fcr the 
plantains, or by digging. It the plants are 
dug out, they should bo cut well below the 
surface, so an to remove as much of the, 
root as pooaible. It Is even better to pull 
tbo plant* when the ground to wet, as then 
most of tho long tap roots can be removed. 


TREES IN POULTRY YARD 


MAKE the poultry yard do double duty 


by planting it to fruit trees next 


spring. 
Plums do exceedingly well where 


chickens are kept. The flock will devour the 
curcullo. that to tho worat enemy to profit- 
able pliua culture.
